the Trade of Minetal Waters was diſperſed into ſo many Hands, that no one Perſon could be ſuffi- 
ciently jntergſted in it to induce him to the requiſite Care and Application. | 

He was ſoon confirmed in this Opinion, by the generous Encouragement he received from the Phyſicians, 

which not only determined him to continue the Buſineſs, and make it his ſole Employment; bur alſo, 

encouraged him to proceed in it with the utmoſt Diligence and Caution, and to make the ſtricteſt Enquiry

He ſoon became ſenſible that the moſt notorious Abuſes attended the Importation of the Spa Waters; an 
buſe ſo general, that the Quantity of genuine Spa Water imported, was inconſiderable in Proportion to

or himſelf trom being impoſcd on. by. {o notorious an Abuſe, he procured, in the Year 173t, Recommen- 
dations to Mr. Hay; 2 Scotfman, reſiding at Spa, that he might be ſupplied by him with the true Spa Water 
from the Ponhon Spring, according to the Direction of the Phyſicians ; that Spring being ſituated in the Town 
ot Spa, and affording the only Water proper for Carriage and Exportation. 

In this manner he was ſupplied Part of the Year 1731, and the firſt Seaſon in 1732; but altho the 
Waters were genuine, yet he — ſuch great Neglect in the Corking, that he was obliged to deſtroy ſeventy 
or eighty Dozen of them, e to ſubmit to that Loſs, than to impoſe bad Water upon his Cuſtomers.

The ſaid Eyre hath been well aſſured, by Perſons well acquainted with the filling of theſe Waters of Bra, 
that they did, ſome Years paſt, fill at this one Spring, in one Year, upwards of 180,000 Flasks; great 
Part of which were ſold in Exgland, by the Dealers here, for the Waters of Spa: And even no longer 
than two or three Years ſince, their Agent, who was ſent into Exgland on Purpoſe to promote the Sale of 
this Water among the Traders, aſſured the ſaid Eyre, that at that Time there were imported annually, at 
leaſt, 75,000 Flasks, which may be preſumed to be as much as is now imported af the true Spa, and all the 
other falſe Springs together, excluſive of Bru.

The Patent was no ſooner ted, than great Intereſt was made to ingage his Highneſs to revoke the 
fame, at the Inſtigation (as 2 ſaid Eyre has ſufficient Reaſon to believe,) of ſeveral Perſons inte- 
reſted in the Fountain of Bra, who had the more Reaſon for 2 procure this Revocation, 
as they knew the Patent muſt neceſſarily deſtroy the Sale of their ſpurio aters in England.
